Claims Heavy Crude Oil 
New Source of Gasoline 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 20.— A new method by which gasoline 
may he produced from any crude oil, whether heavy or light, was 
described to petroleum geologists in session here today at the con­ 
vention of the American Association for the Advancement of Sci­ 
ence by Dr. Laird J. Stabler, dean of the College of Pharm acy at 
the University of Southern California. 
Dr. Stabler told of a new refining process for ‘‘cracking up" 
heavy asphalt oil, produced in large quantities in the older fields 
of this state, and now used principally for fuel oil. and turning 40 
per cent of it into a synthetic compound closely resembling gasoline. 
Like most synthetic processes, Dr. Stabler’s process is some­ 
what more expensive than the ordinary production costs of regular 
gasoline, and so will not affect the gasoline situation at present. 
The fuel of the future will be a combination of kerosene and 
alcohol, Stabler thinks. 
Kerosene, a cheap by-product of gasoline, 
lacks the explosive quality necessary to run an engine and Stabler 
looks forward to a mixture of alcohol to give it the necessary com­ 
bustibility.
